Designed to help develop 
business skills, economy 
for next generation 

Gov. Steve Beshear last week 
announced a new project to start 
entrepreneurial instruction in el- 
ementary and middle schools in 
18 of the state’s Appalachian 
counties, including Morgan 
County. 

The initiative will be funded 
by the Appalachian Regional 
Commission (ARC) and the 
Governor’s Office of Agriculture 
Policy (GOAP), which spends 
the 50 percent of the state’s to- 
bacco-settlement money that is 
dedicated to agriculture. 

The selected schools are 
mainly in two areas: Bath, Carter, 
Elliott, Lawrence, Lewis, 
Menifee, Morgan, Robertson and 
Wolfe counties in northeastern 
Kentucky, and Casey, Clinton, 
Cumberland, Hart, McCreary, 
Monroe, Russell and Wayne 
counties in the south-central part 
of the state. Clay County, in the 
southeast, is also included. 

Under the auspices of the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky, the Ken- 
tucky Entrepreneurial Coaches 



Institute (KECI) obtained a grant 
from ARC to provide teacher in- 
struction and curriculum for the 
youth entrepreneurship educa- 
tion program, E-Discovery Chal- 
lenge, in eastern Kentucky coun- 
ties. 

“KECI has provided leader- 
ship, educational, and technical 
resources in training individuals 
to encourage entrepreneurial 
ideas and create an entrepreneur- 
ial support system within their 
communities,” said Roger Tho- 
mas, GOAP executive director. 
“The ARC funding will compli- 
ment the contribution from the 
Kentucky Agricultural Develop- 
ment Fund for this youth project, 
benefitting Kentucky’s rural eco- 
nomic development.” 

The Kentucky Entrepreneur- 
ial Coaches Institute (in the Col- 
lege of Agriculture at the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky) will head the 
program. 

“The opportunity for students 
to learn effective business skills 
from an early age will have a 
major impact on their future de- 
velopment as the community 
leaders of tomorrow,” Beshear 
said in a news release.

Mother sues Montgomery

The mother of murder victim 
Melissa Patrick is suing the 
Montgomery County fiscal court 
and jailer for failure to satisify 
duties involved in the incarcera- 
tion of accused killer Robin 
Mapel. 

Sue Perkins, of Malone, al- 
leged in Morgan Circuit Court 
that Montgomery County Judge 
Executive Floyd Arnold, magis- 
trates Gary Amburgey, Lloyd 
Cassidy and Kenneth Jones and 
Jailer Everett De wayne Myers 
are responsible for Robin 
Mapel’ s November 2008 work 
detail escape, resulting in 
Patrick’s Nov. 10, 2008, shoot- 
ing death. 

Robin Mapel and Patrick had 
one son together, Billy Wyatt 
Mapel, who was in the care of his 
mother at the time of her death. 



Sue Perkins and her husband, 
Robert Perkins, are also suing for 
damages incurred after Robin 
Mapel pistol-whipped Robert 
Perkins during a confrontation on 
the day of Patrick’s death. 

At the time of his escape, 
Robin Mapel faced 50 years to 
life in prison on previous 
charges, including kidnapping 
and endangering Billy Wyatt 
Mapel’ s life earlier that year. 

Authorities said Robin Mapel 
kidnapped Billy Wyatt Mapel 
(who was then residing with his 
mother in Montgomery County), 
then crashed his vehicle while 
fleeing from the police. He fled 
the scene, leaving the injured 
child behind in the vehicle. 

Robin Mapel is currently 
awaiting trial in Morgan Circuit 
Court for Patrick’s murder.

Open season is here: Time to hunt 
for your prescription drug plan 



Hunting season is upon us; 
time to set your target for the 
Medicare prescription drug plan 
that’s best for you. 

Newly eligible Medicare ben- 
eficiaries, and current beneficia- 
ries who are considering changes 
to their Medicare Part D plan, 
should mark their calendars for 
November 15. The “open season” 
will run from November 15 to 
December 3 1 . 

The Medicare Part D prescrip- 
tion drug program is available to 
all Medicare beneficiaries to help 
with the costs of medications. 
Joining a Medicare prescription 
drug plan is voluntary, and par- 
ticipants pay an additional 
monthly premium for the cover- 
age. 

While all Medicare beneficia- 
ries can participate in the pre- 
scription drug program, some 
people with limited income and 
resources also are eligible for “ex- 
tra help” to pay for monthly pre- 
miums, annual deductibles, and 
prescription co-payments. The 
extra help is worth an average of 
$3,900 per year. 



To figure out whether you are 
eligible for the extra help, Social 
Security needs to know your in- 
come and the value of any sav- 
ings, investments, and real estate 
(other than the home you live in). 
To qualify, you must be receiv- 
ing Medicare and also have: 

• Income limited to $16,245 
for an individual or $21,855 for a 
married couple living together. 
Even if your annual income is 
higher, you still may be able to 
get some help with monthly pre- 
miums, annual deductibles, and 
prescription co-payments. Some 
examples where your income 
may be higher include if you or 
your spouse: 

—Support other family mem- 
bers who live with you; 

—Have earnings from work; or 

—Live in Alaska or Hawaii; 
and 

• Resources limited to $12,510 
for an individual or $25,010 for a 
married couple living together. 
Resources include such things as 
bank accounts, stocks, and bonds. 
We do not count your house or car 
as resources.

Click on Medicare on the top 
right side of the page. Then click 
on “Apply for help with Medicare 
prescription drug plan costs.” To 
apply for the extra help by phone

and ask for the Application for 
Help with Medicare Prescription 
Drug Plan Costs (SSA-1020).

Don’t text and drive

Crashes caused by inattentive 
drivers are nothing new. Cell 
phones are the latest distraction. 

Falling asleep at the wheel 
may be the ultimate failure to pay 
attention, but drivers who are ad- 
justing the radio, trying to disci- 
pline small children, or holding 
cell phones to their ears also con- 
tribute to the accident rate. And 
inattentive driving is a major 
cause of collisions: The National 
Highway Traffic Safety Adminis- 
tration (NHTSA) says that it’s in- 
volved in at least a quarter of all 
crashes. 

Cell phones as a problem 

The latest, most visible, and 
most controversial source of drive 
in-attention is the handheld cell 
phone. For many motorists, to see 
another driver talking on the 
phone is to see red. Cell phones 
have been available for 20 years 
and are now everywhere— the Cel- 
lular Telecommunications and 
Internet Association says there are 
137 million subscribers in the 
United States. Cell phone use by 
drivers has become very com- 
mon: According to NHTSA, at 
any given moment of the day, 
500,000 drivers of passenger ve- 
hicles are talking on handheld cell 
phones. 

This adds up to a lot of miles 
driven by people who are not nec- 
essarily giving their full attention 
to driving. And handheld phones 
aren’t the only culprits. The AAA 
Foundation for Traffic Safety has 
found that use of hands-free 
phones also contributes to inatten- 
tion. 

Legislation to address the per- 
ceived hazard of cell phone use 
behind the wheel has been passed 
in many places. Australia, Austria, 
Germany, Greece, Ireland, Italy, 
Japan, Russia, and Switzerland 
have all restricted cell phone use 
by drivers. 

In the United States, bills to 
restrict cell phone use in cars have 
been introduced in both the House 
and the Senate. Among the states, 
California and New York have 
passed a law banning the use of 
handheld cell phones for drivers, 
although other states are consid- 
ering similar laws. 

Cell phones as a benefit 

Even though the improper use 
of cell phones is a hazard, the 
news about them isn’t all nega- 
tive. For example, properly used, 
phones in cars can mean security 
when you’re on the road. If you 
need directions, want to report a 
dangerous condition, or need 
Emergency Road Service (ERS), 



a cell phone can be your best 
friend. 

Cell phone safety 

Phone calls made from the 
driver’s seat contribute to colli- 
sions. It’s easy to be distracted for 
a few seconds by dialing or by a 
heated conversation. And when 
you’re going 60 miles per hour, 
in only three seconds you travel 
nearly the length of a football 
field. 

The primary job of a driver is 
safety. If you must make an ex- 
tended phone call, pull off the 
road and park in a safe place. 

AAA also recomends you not 
use your cell phone while driv- 
ing. However, if you must call 
when behind the wheel, AAA 
suggests: 

• Recognize that driving re- 
quires your full attention. 

• Before you get into the car, 



become familiar with the phone’s 
features. 

• Use the phone only if it’s 
absolutely necessary. 

• Use the phone only when and 
where it’s safe to do so. 

• Ask a passenger to place the 
call for you and to do the talking. 

• Keep the call short. 

• Tell the person at the other 
end that you’re driving. 

• Get off the phone as soon as 
possible— especially in traffic or 
bad weather. 

• Don’t combine a phone con- 
versation with other distractions. 

• Secure your phone so it 
doesn’t become a projectile in a 
crash.

FLORRESS POST OFFICE. 
An old post-office fixture — com- 
plete with pigeon holes, cus- 
tomer-service window, and out- 
going mail slot — is a local trea- 
sure, on display at the Morgan 
County Historical Society Mu- 
seum. 

The fixture once graced the 
Florress Post Office on Lacy 
Creek (north of Route 364). Es- 
tablished in 1901, it was given 
its name by a prominent West 
Liberty citizen, Major William L. 
Seitz (who is also said to have 
named the former Pomp Post 
Office for Pomp Kendall). Seitz 
named the office for his daugh- 
ter, Florress. (His daughter 
Katherine reportedly then asked 
that he name a post office for her 
too, but he consoled her by tell- 
ing her there was already a 
Katherine, Ky., and — in 
Magoffin County, named for 
their family — a Seitz, Ky.). 

The first Florress postmaster 
was George W. Rice (June 7, 
1901), followed by Charles C. 
Burton (March 6, 1909), Thomas 
J. Elam (December 23, 1911), 
Miranda Easterling (December 
18, 1929), Martin Lewis (De- 
cember 29, 1930), Miranda 
Easterling (October 25, 1932), 
and serving last and longest, 
Nannie K. Haney (August 31,

Florress was discontinued on 
September, 3, 1974. Years later, 

Mrs. Haney’s daughter, Sue 
Kinner, donated the old post- of- 
fice fixture to the local museum. 

It’s sign above the window reads: 

“U.S./POST OFFICE / MADE 
BY/ POSTMASTERS SUPPLY 
CO. / INDIANAPOLIS, IND. / 

KANSAS CITY, MO.” 

Now the old fixture reposes 
among other historical relics, 
representing not only Florress 
but all 125 post offices that have 
served (and some continuing to 



serve) Morgan County.

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Hunters reminded 
they must report 
deer they harvest 

FRANKFORT, Ky. - Hunters 
this season already have reported 
taking nearly 70,000 white-tailed 
deer - with most of the harvest 
occurring during the first week 
of Kentucky’s 2009 firearms 
deer hunting season. 

Kentucky’s firearms deer 
season, which opened statewide 
Nov. 14, ends Monday, Nov. 23, 
in Zones 3 and 4, and closes Sun- 
day, Nov. 29, in Zones 1 and 2. 

Conservation officers with 
the Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources are re- 
minding all successful deer hunt- 
ers to write down their harvest 
information on a hunter harvest 
log as soon as the animal is re- 
covered and before it is moved. 

Blank spaces are provided on 
the back of department-issued 
hunting licenses for hunter log 
information. License exempt 
persons, such as those hunting on 
their own land or those possess- 
ing only a license authorization 
number, may create their own 
harvest log by simply writing on 
a piece of paper their name and 
address, date, species and gen- 
der of animal taken, and county 
of kill. 

All harvested deer must also 
be Telechecked through the toll- 
free, automated phone-in system 
by midnight on the day the ani- 
mal is recovered. Deer and elk 
must be Telechecked before re- 
moving the hide or head, and also 
prior to being transported out of 
Kentucky. 

The Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources 
manages, regulates, enforces and 
promotes responsible use of all 
fish and wildlife species, their 
habitats, public wildlife areas 
and waterways for the benefit of 

East Kentucky still 
waiting to become 
a hub for tourism 

Sept. 1 — With the passing of 
Labor Day and Kentucky’s 
mountain foliage beginings to 
turn colorful, Eastern Kentucky 
still wonders when it will be- 
come the tourism hub many in 
the region have long hoped for. 
“While many political leaders 
push tourism as the key to the 
region’s development, others 
caution that such hopes are more 
flights of fancy than realistic 
plans for the future,” writes J.J. 
Snidow for the Institute for Ru- 
ral Journalism and Community 
Issues. “Kentucky’s Appalachian 
coal counties have significantly 
fewer food and accommodations 
establishments — bellwethers of 
a healthy tourism economy — 
and on the average, generate 
about 30 percent less money 
from tourism than the other re- 
gions” of the state, known for 
horse farms, historic sites and 
recreational lakes. 

Snidow reports that new golf 
courses in the region haven’t 
prompted hoped-for resort devel- 
opment, and notes critics who 
fault the state for not doing 
enough to spur such develop- 
ment. Some officials want the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
to allow more development on or 
near the shores of its lakes; oth- 
ers promote adventure tourism. 
And though reclaimed strip 
mines are home to a growing elk 
herd in far eastern Kentucky, the 
skeptics say the region’s coal in- 
dustry remains a disincentive for 
tourists.

Whether it is altogether their 
fault or not, we find it hard to 
generate much sympathy for the 
insurance industry, which is rap- 
idly breaking the backs of small 
businesses and individuals 
through constantly mounting pre- 
miums for health insurance. 
Nonetheless, while bearing in 
mind that The Wall Street Jour- 
nal is an unabashed champion of 
conservativism and the free-mar- 
ket system, the Journal’s critique, 
below, of the push in Washing- 
ton for national healthcare legis- 
lation gives ample cause for 
thought.

Here’s what the Journal had to 
say editorially the day after the 
Nov. 8 passage by the U.S. House 
of Representatives of its national 
healthcare bill: 

Speaker Nancy Pelosi defied 
policy logic and public opinion 
late Saturday night, ramming 
through the House a nearly 
2,000-page health-care leviathan 
that counts as the biggest expan- 
sion of the federal government 
since the New Deal. As President 
Obama likes to say, this was a 
“teachable moment” about our 
current government. 

The vote was 220 to 215, with 
39 House Democrats joining all 
but one Republican in opposi- 
tion. Mrs. Pelosi had to cajole 
and birbe her way to the magic 
218, and the list of her promises 
must be stacked to the ceiling. 

The lone Republican, Joseph 
Cao, represents a Democratic- 
leaning Louisiana district and 
extracted a promise that Mr. 
Obama would increase Medicaid 
payments to his state, and even 
then he only voted after Demo- 
crats had already hit 218. Let no 
one suggest this was the “bipar- 
tisan” health reform that Mr. 
Obama has long promised. 

❖❖❖ 

The bill is instead a breathtak- 
ing display of illiberal ambition, 
intended to make the middle 
class more dependent on govern- 
ment through the umbilical cord 
of “universal health care.” It cre- 
ates a vast new entitlement, fi- 
nanced by European levels of 
taxation on business and indi- 
viduals. The 20 percnt corner of 
Medicare open to private compe- 
tition is slashed, while fiscally 
strapped states are saddled with 
new Medicaid burdens. The in- 
surance industry will have to vet 
every policy with Washington, 
which will regulate who it must 
cover, what it can offer and how 
much it can charge. 

We have little sympathy for 
the insurers, or for that matter 
most of the other medical provid- 
ers who signed on to this process 
only to claim now to be appalled 
by the result. The insurance 
lobby - led by Aetna CEO Ron 
Williams - made the Faustian bet 
that it could trade new 
regulatiosn for more new subsi- 
dized customers who would face 
a tax penalty if they didn’t buy 
their insurance. The Pelosi bill 
includes the regulation but guts 
the tax penalty beause it’s un- 
popular. Insurers will thus have 
to cover more sick people with 
fewer dollars, as healthy folk opt 
out of coverage until they are 
sick. 

This writing was on the wall 
months ago, but the insurers 
chose to play an inside game 
rather than shape public opinion. 
Judging by their weekend state- 
ment - criticizing the House bill 
but vowing to seek “bipartisan” 
reform - they will now throw 
themselves at the mercy of the 
Senate. Good luck with that. The 
real victims are their customers, 



most of whom will pay more for 
insurance as the new madates 
raise costs. 

Mrs. Pelosi ’s craftiest politi- 
cal turn was a last-minute com- 
promise to strip federal funds 
from insurance plans that cover 
abortions. The deal - negotiated 
by Michigan Democrat Bart 
Stupak and supported by the Na- 
tional Right to Life Committee 

- gave cover to 40- some Demo- 
crats to support the larger bill. 

However, as subsidized costs 
soar, government will have no 
choice but to ration medical care, 
starting with the aged and griev- 
ously ill. Is pre-natal life more 
valuable than the elderly? We’re 
reminded of the way pro-lifers 
supported Kennedy over 
Laurence Silberman for the Su- 
preme Court in 1987 because Mr. 
Kennedy was a Catholic who 
claimed to personally oppose 
abortion. Mr. Stupak played the 
right-to-lifers like a Stradavarius. 

The real importance of the 
abortion uproar is a preview of 
poltiics that will dominte every 
medical coverage issue if 
ObamaCare becomes law. Every 
decision of what to insure or not 

- when an MRI can be used, or 
whether a stage-four breast can- 
cer patient can get Avastin or 
some future expensive drug - 
will become subject to political 
intervention over moral disputes 
or budget contraints. Heretofore, 
these decisions have largely been 
made between a doctor and pa- 
tient. This is the real “right to 
life” issue. 

Perhaps the most unsurprising 
news in this drama was the col- 
lapse of the Blue Dog “deficit 
hawks.” Enough of them always 
cave in the end to give Mrs. 
Pelosi her way. It’s nonetheless 
worth noting the surrender of that 
most vocal scourge of deficits, 
Tennessee’s Jim Cooper, who 
voted aye on grounds that the bill 
can be improved in the Senate. 

But Max Baucus’s Fiance 
Committee bill includes a simi- 
lar gimmick of making the num- 
bers look good by using 10 years 
of new taxes to finance only 
seven years of spending (six in 
the House). The deficits explode 
in the second decade and beyond 
in both bills. 

The House also contains a 
new government long-term in- 
surance program that starts col- 
lecting premiums in 2011 but 
doesn’t start paying benefits un- 
til 2016 and then runs out of 
money in 2029. North Dakota 
Democrat Kent Conrad called it 
“a Ponzi scheme of the first or- 
der, the kind of thing that Bernie 
Madoff would have been proud 
of” in an interview with the 
Washington Post in late October. 
Mr. Cooper has with a single vote 
made his entire career irrelevant. 

❖❖❖ 

Yet 39 other Democrats were 
given a pass on the vote, as the 
leadership knows how unpopu- 
lar this bill is in most of America. 
They know this legislation is not 
the result of some national con- 
sensus in favor of expanding 
state power. Its passage was pos- 
sible only because of temporary 
liberal majorities that are intent 
on fulfilling their dreams of a 
cradle-to-grave entitlement state. 
If they lose Blue Dog seats, or 
even their majority, in the short 
term, so be it. As the party of 
government, Democrats believe 
they will benefit in the long run 
from a much larger government. 

Unless the Senate has an 
epiphany of common sense, 
Americans will be paying the 
bills for this willful exercise for 
generations to come.

$10 million Phase D, from mile 
post 10.4 to mile post 13 just east 
of Elkfork, could begin next sum- 
mer. Right-of-way acquisition 
and utility relocation have al- 
ready begun on this portion of the 
highway. 

•Phase A, from mile post 2 to 
mile post 5, around the Lenox 
community, will cost nearly 
$12.5 million, including design, 
right-of-way acquisition, utilities, 
and actual construction. Con- 
struction could begin as soon as 
the summer of 2011. 

•The three-mile Phase B, from 
just east of Lenox to just past the 
intersection with Kentucky 437 
(mile posts 5-8), could begin con- 
struction as soon as summer 
2012. The total cost of this phase 
would be $15.73 million. 

•Phase C, slated at $9.96 mil- 
lion, faces the same timeline as 
Phase B. It would run from mile 
post 8 to mile post 10.4, connect- 
ing the entire project for a total 
of 11 miles of improved high- 
way. 

The design process on Phases 
A, B, and C have already gotten 
under way. 

“The next step is making sure 
we include funding in every bud- 
get until these improvements are 
complete,” Rep. Stacy said. “I’ve 
made it clear to my colleagues in 
the General Assembly that this is 
a high priority for all of us, and 
I’m hopeful that we can make 
172 a much safer road in the very 
near future.”

TTirkey frying safety 



A longtime food favorite in the 
southern United States, the deli- 
cious deep-fried turkey has 
quickly grown in popularity 
thanks to celebrity chefs such as 
Martha Stewart and Emeril 
Lagasse. 

We’re worried by the increas- 
ing reports of fires related with 
turkey fryer use. Based on UL test 
findings, the fryers used to pro- 
duce those great-tasting birds are 
not worth the risks. And, as a re- 
sult of these tests. 

Here’s why using a deep- 
fryer can be dangerous: 

• Many units easily tip over, 
spilling the hot oil within the 
cooking pot. 

• If the cooking pot is over- 
filled with oil, the oil may spill 
out of the unit when the turkey is 
placed into the cooking pot. Oil 
may hit the burner/flames caus- 
ing a fire to engulf the entire unit. 

• Partially frozen turkeys 
placed into the fryer can cause a 
spillover effect. This too, may re- 
sult in an extensive fire. 

• With no thermostat controls, 
the units also have the potential 
to overheat the oil to the point of 
combustion. 

• The sides of the cooking pot, 
lid and pot handles get danger- 
ously hot, posing severe burn haz- 
ards. 

Here are some tips for safer 
use: 

• Turkey fryers should always 
be used outdoors a safe distance 
from buildings and any other ma- 
terial that can burn. 

• Never use turkey fryers on 
wooden decks or in garages. 



• Make sure the fryers are used 
on a flat surface to reduce acci- 
dental tipping. 

• Never leave the fryer unat- 
tended. Most units do not have 
thermostat controls. If you don’t 
watch the fryer carefully, the oil 
will continue to heat until it 
catches fire. 

• Never let children or pets 
near the fryer when in use. Even 
after use, never allow children or 
pets near the turkey fryer. The oil 
inside the cooking pot can remain 
dangerously hot, hours after use. 

• To avoid oil spillover, do not 
overfill the fryer. 

• Use well-insulated 
potholders or oven mitts when 
touching pot or lid handles. If 
possible, wear safety goggles to 
protect your eyes from oil splat- 
ter. 

•Make sure the turkey is com- 
pletely thawed and be careful 
with marinades. Oil and water 
don’t mix, and water causes oil 
to spill over, causing a fire or even 
an explosion hazard. 

• The National Turkey Federa- 
tion recommends refrigerator 
thawing and to allow approxi- 
mately 24 hours for every five 
pounds of bird thawed in the re- 
frigerator. 

• Keep an all-puropse fire ex- 
tinguisher nearby. Never use wa- 
ter to extinguish a grease fire. 
Remember to use your best judg- 
ment when attempting to fight a 
fire. If the fire is manageable, use 
all all-purpose fire extinguisher. 
If the fire increases, immediately 
call 911 for help. 



Public input sought to 

assess forest resources 



The Kentucky Division of For- 
estry (KDF) is encouraging citi- 
zens to complete an online sur- 
vey to determine the trends and 
threats to Kentucky’s forest re- 
sources. The survey will comple- 
ment a statewide forest resource 
assessment and action plan cur- 
rently being developed by KDF 
to help guide the future of 
Kentucky’s forests. 

“The survey will help us pri- 
oritize the issues facing rural and 
urban forests,” said Feah 
MacSwords, Division of Forestry 
director. “Natural resource agen- 
cies, governments, groups and 
citizens who share a concern for 
Kentucky’s forests will benefit 
from the assessment; therefore, 
participants from all these groups 
is crucial in determining major 
forestry issues in Kentucky.” 

The online survey will allow 
the public to provide different 
viewpoints regarding various for- 
estry related issues and the impor- 
tance of these issues. Some of the 
concerns already identified by 
KDF include the need for proper 
forest management, reduction of 
wildfires, and the prevention of 
destructive insects, disease and 
invasive plant species. 

Other forestry related issues 
for Kentuckians to consider in- 
clude: 

•The role of forests in seques- 
tering carbons and reducing 
greenhouse gases; 

•The potential for forests to 
improve our economy by diver- 
sifying Kentucky’s forest prod- 
ucts industry; 



•The possibility of using for- 
ests as an alternative and renew- 
able source of energy; 

•The need to prevent forest 
fragmentation and improve 
land=use planning; 

•The importance of forests in 
providing social benefits such as 
outdoor recreation and aesthetics; 

•And the necessity of forests 
in providing clean water, clean 
air, healthy soils and wildlife 
habitat.

Household Hints 

• Copper bottom cooking pots 
can be cleaned and shined by 
sprinkling a small amount of salt 
on the bottom and scrub with a 
vinegar soaked cloth. 

• A gentle cleaner and disin- 
fectant for the bathroom can be 
obtained by mixing one-half cup 
of Borax with one gallon of hot 
water.

• If no fire extinguisher is 
available for use on a grease fire, 
sprinkle the fire with baking 
soda, but never use water. 

To unscrew a broken light 
bulb from the fixture, turn off the 
light; hammer off the remaining 
glass into a trash can; cut off the 
top one third of a baking potato 
and stick the cut side into the 
socket; turn gently and the re- 
maining part of the bulb can be 
safely removed.
